We here at the Agency share the depth of feeling which has gone into 
your letter. The personal losses and suffering endured by our employees and 
their families because of Vietnam are still with us, both in the presence of 
those who survived and in the remembrance of those who made the ultimate 
sacrifice. 


For your information, the Vietnam Memorial was established by the 
Vietnam Memorial Committee, a private organization not affiliated in any w 
with the U.S. Government. In exploring the possibility of having 
name added to the Vietnam Memorial, we have been advised that only those 
individuals killed in the line of duty who were uniformed members of the 
Armed Forces are eligible for inclusion. Regretfully, your husband's status 
does not qualify under this criteria.
